DATE REQUEST FOR RULING SUBMITTED TO ATTORNEY GENERAL: 

Dear Open Records Division: 

The Department of Public Safety received the above-referenced request for information from Alice 
Valkova on September 9, 2019. We believe some or all of the requested information is excepted 
from required public disclosure pursuant to section 552.101 of the Government Code. Accordingly, 
we are requesting a ruling regarding the release of these records. 

Section 552.101 of the Government Code states that “[ijnformation is excepted from the 
requirements of Section 552.021 if it is information considered to be confidential by law, either 
constitutional, statutory, or by judicial decision.” This section encompasses the doctrine of 
common-law privacy, which protects information that (1) contains highly intimate or embarrassing 
facts, the publication of which would be highly objectionable to a reasonable person, and (2) is not 
of legitimate concern to the public. Indus. Found, v. Tex. Indus. Accident Bd., 540 S.W.2d 668, 
685 (Tex. 1976). The type of information considered intimate and embarrassing by the Texas 
Supreme Court in Industrial Foundation included information relating to sexual assault, pregnancy, 
mental or physical abuse in the workplace, illegitimate children, psychiatric treatment of mental 
disorders, attempted suicide, and injuries to sexual organs. Id. at 683. In addition, your office has 
found that some kinds of medical information or information indicating disabilities or specific 
illnesses are excepted from required public disclosure under common-law privacy. See Open 
Records Decision Nos. 470 (1987) (illness from severe emotional and job-related stress), 455 
(1987) (prescription drugs, illnesses, operations, and physical handicaps). 

This section also encompasses the constitutional right to privacy. Constitutional privacy protects 
two kinds of interests. See Whalen v. Roe, 429 U.S.589,599-600 (1977); Open Records Decision 
Nos. 600 at 3-5 (1992), 478 at 4 (1987),455 at 3-7 (1987). The first is the interest in independence 
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in making certain important decisions related to the "zones of privacy," pertaining to marriage, 
procreation, contraception, family relationships, and child rearing and education, that have been 
recognized by the United States Supreme Court. See Fadjo v. Coon, 633 F.2d 1172 (5th Cir. 1981); 
Open Records Decision No. 455 at 3-7 (1987). The second constitutionally protected privacy 
interest is in freedom from public disclosure of certain personal matters. See Ramie v. City of 
Hedwig Village, Tex., 765 F.2d 490 (5* Cir. 1985); ORD 455 at 6-7. This aspect of constitutional 
privacy balances the individual's privacy interest against the public's interest in the information. See 
ORD 455 at 7. Constitutional privacy under section 552.101 is reserved for "the most intimate 
aspects of human affairs." Id. at 8 (quoting Ramie, 765 F.2d at 492). 

The Department believes the marked records may be protected from disclosure by the doctrines of 
common-law and constitutional privacy. We have withheld all of the requested records so we do 
not inadvertently release confidential information in violation of section 552.352 of the Government 
Code and request that your office review the records in question and determine what information, if 
any, must be withheld from public disclosure pursuant to the doctrines of common-law and 
constitutional privacy. 

Please find enclosed the request from Alice Valkova, the notice of our request for a ruling sent to 
the requestor, and the responsive records we wish to except from required disclosure.
